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Tonights Game- 

Indians Unbeaten This Fall 

Tonight's football game brings together two teams of almost 
equal caliber. Their records are almost identical, they both possess good 
offensive and defensive units and they have defeated two common op- 
ponents by similar scores. 

The Indians of Southern Colorado are 5-0-1 for the year, while 
the Tigers are 5-1-0* 

Southern has defeated Western New Mexico, Panhandle A & M, 
Washburn University, Emporia State and Ft. Lewis (Colo.). The In- 
dians' 0-0 fie came with Colorado State College of Greeley, 

On the other hand, the Tigers have defeated Southwestern Okla- 
homa State, Kearney (Neb,) State, Central Missouri State, Washburn 
and Emporia State, The Tigers' one loss was to the same Colorado State 
team that tied the Indians, 

Another common opponent faced by both Southern Colorado and 
Fort Hays State was Washburn University, The Indians beat the Icha- 
bods 40-14 while the Tigers coasted to a 25-0 victory. 

The other common foe was Emporia State, The Indians had a 
tougher time with the Hornets than did the Tigers. Southern won 
over Emporia 28-13, The Tigers bombed the Hornets 42-7, 

Fort Hays State and the Indians from Pueblo have played only 
two previous contests. In 1963, the Tigers beat the Indians 18-14. Last 
year the Indians reversed the decision, winning 34-19 at Pueblo. 

Leading a potent Southern Colorado ground attack is a 170-pound 
sophomore from Clinton, Okla., Frank Hester. An all-state selection at 
Clinton, Hester has been a problem for opposing teams all season. 

A 9.4 100-yard dash man, Hestern scored all four touchdowns 
against Emporia State two weeks ago. He had touchdown runs of seven, 
15, 75 and 95 yards. 

And the Tigers know how good Indian quarterback Chet Foster 
is. He scored twice against the Bengals last year on runs of 65 and 69 
yards. 

To counter the offensive threat of the Indians, the Tigers will 
throw in a unit that is second in the conference in total defense. 

The Bengals have allowed their opponents 205 yards per contest 
on the ground and in the air. Southern Colorado has been averaging 
well over 300 yards a game on offense, 

FHS can also boast of the top individual runner in the conference 
in quarterback Bob Johnson, who has carried the ball 136 times for 635 
net yards. 

He is also second in the conference in passing with 29 of 65 at- 
tempts for 490 yards and eight touchdowns. 


Next Week’s Game 

Next Saturday the Pittsburg 
State Gorillas will represent the 
opposition for the Fort Hays State 
Tigers in an 8 p.m, contest at Pitts- 
burg. Pittsburg State is 2-4 for 
the 1965 season. The Gorillas de- 
feated Washburn University 20-7 
last Saturday at the Pitt Home- 
coming. The Pittsburg State crew 
has lost to Central Missouri, the 
University of Missouri at Rolla, 
Southwest Missouri and Omaha 
University, Their only other vic- 
tory was over Northeast Missouri 
State College. The Bengals and 
the Gorillas have played 37 con- 
tests dating back as far as 1925, 
Pittsburg has won 21, lost 10 and 
six have ended in ties. The Tigers 
swamped the Gorillas 40-7 last 
year at Hays* 

One Year Ago . . . 

The Tigers invaded Pueblo last 
year and fought the Indians to a 
34-19 decision in favor of SCSC„ 
Fort Hays State was led by Max 
VanLaningham who scored two 
touchdowns, both one-yard sneaks, 
passed to Ronnie Morel for a 22- 
yard counter and kicked one extra 
point. The victorious Indians 
scored their touchdowns both late 
in the first half and second half 
and were led by Chet Foster who 
scored two touchdowns with amaz- 
ing runs of 65 and 69 yards. Bob 
Berry scored on a one-yard sneak 
and passed to Tony Sarno for an- 
other six points. Closing out the 
scoring for the Indians was little 
Randy Eddy on a two-yard plunge. 
Dan Cholas had an outstanding af- 
ternoon as he kicked four extra 
point conversions to round out the 
scoring.

Southern Colorado State College, 
Colorado's newest four-year insti- 
tution of higher learning, was es- 
tablished in 1961 by the Colorado 
General Assembly following a re- 
commendation that it evolve from 
Pueblo Junior College. 

While continuing to offer the 
two-year academic and trade-tech- 
nical programs associated with a 
junior college, SCSC has expanded 
its program to include the Bachelor 
of Ai'ts and Bachelor of Science de- 
grees making it Colorado's first 
multi-purpose college. 

Southern Colorado State, which 
graduated its first senior class in 
June, 1965, is now constructing a 
completely new campus on a mesa 
at the northeastern edge of Pueblo, 
The library-classroom complex and 
science buildings should be ready 
for use in the spring of 1966, and 
the first dormitory on the site is 
scheduled for occupancy in the fall 
of 1966. The new college, rising 
against the skyline of Pueblo, of- 
fers a bold concept of the region's 
new era of culture and education. 
The total 1965 enrollment of 
5,245 students adds emphasis to 
the school's rapid growth, and to 
the acceptance of its educational 
concepts throughout the area. The 
varied program offered at South- 
ern Colorado State College is re- 
flected in a breakdown of student 
enrollment. There are 3,365 regu- 
lar on-campus students, 1,005 even- 
ing college students on the SCSC 
campus, 722 students at the Colo- 
rado Springs evening program and 
153 Manpower Development Train- 
ing students.
